After having defcended one Morning into his Hall, and | 


awfully yawn’d two or three Turns about it, without the 
impertinent Interruption of a Levy, he fmooth’d up his 
Brows, and loiter’d into his Study, takes down a little 
Horace, pockets it, and fallies ou: of Doors, {nuffing up 
the wholfome Country Air along the Side of an adjacent 
River ; where he feated himfelf upon a Bench, and, taking 
out his Book, he envied the Happinefs of Macenas in 
having fo great a Poet to deliver him down with fuch 
Advantage to Pofterity, and repined at his own Situation, 
unadorned with as much as. one fingle Pen among all his 
Placemen and Penfioners; capable of doing Juftice to his 
mighty Genius for Taxine, or flatterizing out a Scrap of 
Praife that could out-live a Day to his Honour; But, dip- 
ping into his Author, he made Shift, with the Help of an 
Englife Tranflation on the adyerfe Page, to labour very 
harnedly thro’ the firft Ode, where he puzzl'd out a very nota- 
ble Difcovery, fortunate for himfelf and all facceeding Mini- 
fiers. In fhort, he had the Sagacity to trace, throughout 
the whole Ode, the moft palpable and feafible Syftem of 
Ways and Means that ever was, that ever will, or that ever 
can be invented ; fo he was foon convinced that little

«« Egad,. well faid my little, Horace ; but to proceed ;

What a plentiful Fund is here for another Year! a Tax 
plainly pointed out, which’ will affect only the fiiperior 
Rank of People! a mere Tax upén Pride and Oftentation, 
to be rais'd upon the Three Ordefs of b/ue, green, and red 
Strings ; upon all Titles, Dukes, Marquiffes, Vifcounts, 
EarJs; Barons, Bifhops; Baronets, Lord Mayors, Mayors, 
Aldermen, and ‘may be extended to Squires and Gentle- 
men,” Burfting with Pleafure the Minifter proceeds ;

As the preceding Year we raifed Money upon the 
Farmers, if the War continues, as it-is the Merchants War, 
for the Proteftion of Trade and Commerce, to be fure 
Horace has determined that Mattes ; we muft tax the Mer- 
chants: Impatient to fuffer Poverty they will fit out more 
Ships, and repair their old ones, and put all Hands to 
Trade : This will be a charming Tax indeed ! Then fhould 
the. War continue a fifth Year — why let us have Recourfe 
to my little Horacé again’:

Nec partem folido demere de die 

Spernit, nunc viridi membra fub arbule

Ay, here we have it; what can be more reafonable than 
an Excife upon Wine, or, if that is not approv'd of by 
thé Vintners, upon Water; which, at a moderate Com- 
putation at a Penny a Hogthead, would raile a Mint of 
Money, and may be collected by the prefent Officers ; 
every Family being obliged to regiiter the Namber of Hog- 
fheads they confume weekly : But as this is a ‘Tax that will 
raife many Millions without one Murmur, it will be becter 
to referve this for future Exigencies ; and our Author fcems 
to incline towards fupplying the Occafions of this fifth 
Year, by a Duty upon thofe’ Waters only which are facred 
to Health ; as for Example : Sixpence per Bottle, upon all 
Bath, Tunbridge, Brifiol, Buxton, Scarborough, Action, Epfam, 
Holt Waters, &'c. &c, and One Shilling per Boule, upon 
all Tar Water and Sea Water ufed medicinally.

An Exprefs arriv'd on Wednefday from Commodore 
Mitchel and Mr. Stewart, with Advice, that on Friday the 
24th paft, the Datch, to the Number of about 2000, 
made a moft defperate Sally from Hulft ; but after a bloody 
Engpgements in which they loft 600 Men, they were re- 
pulled. This A@ion (in which, it’s faid, the French loft 
1600) left room for three Britith Battalions, under General 
Puller, viz. one Battalion of the Royal Scots, Bragg’s Re- 

.giment, and the Highland Regiment, to advance from 
loft, and take an advantageous Poft, in which they were 
foon after attack’d by the French. The Aétion was very 
bloody, and by the Superiority of the French Numbers, 
they kill’d 500 Britith, among whom was Sir Charles Exrf- 
kine, Bart. Major of the Royals. Lieutenant. Colonel 
Abercrombie was fhot thro’ the Leg. 

The Dutch in the preceding Engagement loft. 600, fo 
that the whole Lofs of the Confederates amounts to 1100, 
befides wounded.
